murder of Capt. A. C. Nutt at Union- 
town, Pa., has filled the civilized world 
with horror. 
The quarrel originated 


from a desire ou the part of Dukes to 
break his marriage engagement with 
Katt's daughter. He took a most ex- 
traordinary coarse to accomplish this 
object. 
Instead of allowing the prepa- 


rations to proceed, and then failing to 
pat in an appearance at the supreme 
moment, as many commonplace gentle- 
men have done with perfect success, he 
mast explain to the father his reason. 
The one that he assigned was nothing 
less than that he had accomplished the 
daughter's ruin, and to thia he added 
that she hail become the "toy of tho 
town." Nutt did not take the usual 
and the only commendable course with 
such a beast. Instead of walking up 
bebiad him and shootiug him down like 
a wolf, he wrote a letter in which he 
notified the sooaudrel that he deserved 
death, ,and then permitted himself to be 
drawn into an interview with him. 
The meeting between the two was pri- 
vate, but Nntt had a friend within hear- 
ing, who, when he heard u scuffle in 
progress, eutered. 
He saw tho two men 


standing on opposite sides of the room, 
Nutt leauiug against the mantel, un- 
armed and showing signs of exhaustion, 
whila Dukes drew a pistol, and shout- 
ing "Yon came bore to whip me, and I 
will lull you," fifuu uud shot him dead. 
For this crime he was put upon trial, 
the indictment being for murder. 
The 


facts were proved as we have stated 
them, and the correspondence produced. 
A thrill of horror and disgust 
ran 


.through the courtroom us the hideous 
emissive of the prisoner was read, and 
fathers of daughters, 
including 
the 


Judge, turned their faces and wept foi 
the father who had died for the houor 
•of his child. 
Tho Judge charged the 


jury to convict the prisoner. But they 
did not do it. To the astonishment oi 
every person in the court-room, includ- 
ing the prisoner himself, they returnee 
in a few moments with a verdict of ac- 
quittal. 
So contrary was this to the 


law and the evidence that the Judga 
told them so, and then reluctantly dis- 
charged the crimnal. 


In looking after a motive for this ex- 


traordinary action, we ascertain that the 
jury was packed with political friends 
of tlie prisoner. Every one of them 
was it member of the party that electee 
him to office, while Nutt was au influ- 
ential politician on the other side. It 
seems incredible that fathers of daugh- 
ters could allow their political feelings 
to carry them to such lengths in a case 
like this, but it should be remembered 
that Fayette county where the murder 
and the trial took place is on the oor- 
ders of another civilization, touching 
upon the State of Virginia where mur- 
der was for years recognized as a justi- 
liable means of political warfare. 
And 


yet the form and the expression that 
popular indignation has taken makes 
it clear that there are not 
twelve 


other men in the county who would 
have rendered a similar verdict. Dukes 
•has become a refugee, the jurors fear to 
walk the streets, and one of tliem who 
carelessly exposed himself was so terri- 
bly beaten that for a time his life was 
in danger. 
We have never befoi'e read 


of a case in which lynch law had even 
the appearance of justification, but it is 
evident from tho tone of the press 
throughout the country that there bus 
been some expectation of a short shrift 
and a long rope for Dukes, and some 
misgiving lest there would not be. 
In 


a great many Rt-ites bo>mting as high it 
civilization as Pennsylvania, the mob 
would have taken up and performed the 
duty thut the court failed to do because 
of n faithless and perjured jury.

jood Democrat would prove so recreant 
to the traditions and custom of that 
party as to advocate the retention of 
Republicans in office, to the exclusion 
of Democrats. And so the Democrat 
party has remained out in the cold and 
up to the present time the Government 
bus continued to be administered by 
the same party which saved and recon- 
structed the JJnion and made true re- 
form possible. 
For the passage of the 


Civil Service bill by the last Congress, 
the country is indebted to the Bepubli-

party. 
It was signed 
by 
a 


lie publican President and has become a 
law. A few Democrats in each house 
voted for the measure, but their Demo- 
cracy WHS and is seriously questioned by 
the Democratic press and the rank and 
file of the party, 
Questioned, we say, 


because their action was such o radical 
departure from the time-honored cus- 
toms of the party; for undfr tho new 
law no opportunity is offered to supplant 
a faithful liepublican officeholder by au 
untried hungry 
Democrat, or by a 


hungry Republican, either, except for 
cause. 


To the Eepublicau party, through its 


President and its representatives in the 
Senate and House, tne country is in- 
debted for the civil service reform meas- 
ure which is now on the statute books. 
To them alone belongs the credit. 


Iu England and some other countries 


the subordinate officers hold certain 
offices for life, 91- during their good be- 
havior. Such is also the case in this 
country in some instances, but rotation 
in office is the rule here and a large ma- 
jority 
of office-holders are commis- 


sioned for a definite term of brief dura- 
tion. 
Until after the passage of the 


Civil Service bill, Federal officers very 
naturally felt the .nsecurity of their 
position, which were held in many in- 
stances through the favor of a Senator 
or Representative in Congress, as a re- 
ward for the performance of political 
work, rather than because of their fit- 
ness for the position or their efficiency 
iu administering the duties of the office. 
A change in the political fortunes of the 
Senator or Representative was too nut 
to cause a change in tho office-holder's 
position to make him feet secure iu his 
tenure, and the consequence of such 
uncertainty 
was 
that office holders 


could not see and appreciate the neces- 
sity of giving strict attention to the de- 
tails and duties of au office which they 
were liublo to lose at any time. 
Hence 


the passage of the Civil Seivice bill was 
a relief to all such, by assuring them 
that so long as they should do their 
duty faiirhliilly they would not be dis- 
turbed. 
It is the policy of the present Republi- 
can Administration to bring the civil ser- 
vice up to the highest state of efficiency 
possible, and for this reason President 
Arthur bits usei3 great caro aud shown 
wise judgment in his selection of subor- 
dinate officers to till positions which 
have become vacant from any cause 
whatever. 
Where removals from office 


have occurred, good reasons have been 
assigned therefor, and none have beeu 
naude without a full and fair investiga- 
tion of the charges preferred agaiust 
the office holder who was removed. 
It 


is the policy of the Administration, now 
strengthened by the Civil Service bill, 
that make the Federal office holder feel 
secure in his position and encourages 
him to be diligent in the performance of 
his duty. AU this tends to purify tho 
civil service and make it efficient. 


So, at last, the Democratic party has 


got what it pretended that it_wanted in 
1879—genuine civil service reform; a 
Republican statute, sanctioned by a Re- 
publican President, which prevents the 
appointment of incompetent men to 
official 
positions, or the removal of 


competent uud efficient officials for the 
only reason that their places are wanted 
for the favorites of a Senator or Repre- 
sentative. Removals from office will be 
made in future, so says the l<tw, only 
after distinct and specific charges have 
beeu made and proven, and 
officials 


who desire to hold on to their positions 
until the expiration of the term for 
which 
they 
were 
commissioned, 


will be very careful to live up to 
the laws and 
regulations 
governing 


their official uuuduut. Tiie DwiiJ-ialiu 
party did not "hanker" after tho pas- 
sage of any such a law or the inaugura- 
tion of any such a reform while their 
hungry members were shivering out in 
the cold^but itji.s very satisfactory to Re- 
publicans and the Democrats will have 
to stand it.

THIS PANAMA CANAL. 


Speeding .the W or U-What baa Been 


Oone— Supplies Viiruisbetl by the 
United States. 


According to officers of the Panama 


Canal Company, work oil the oanal is 
going on satisfactorily. There are now 
about six thousand men at work. More 
than half the line is under contract, 
aud the oanal company is also at work 
on the other parts. One of tha con- 
tracts embraces about seven miles on 
the Atlantic side, aud another about tho 
same on the Pacific; both with American 
companies. 
A number of miles of aide 


track have been built connecting with 
the Panama railroad leading out to the 
places selected for the deposit of exca- 
vated rock, earth, etc.; others are build- 
ing the new harbor about three miles 
from. Aspinwall, aud. it. is nearly, com- 
pleted. 
The dense undergrowth has. 


been removed from sea to sea as a nec- 
essary preliminary to the borings and 
location of the line. Houses have been 
built all along the Hue for employes. A 
large quantity of ^materials and machin- 
ery, including, locomotives, oars, lum- 
ber, frame houses, etc., have been sen 
from the United. States. Something is 
sent by every steamer from New York, 
to Aspinwall. The health of the work- 
men is better than one year ago. 
The 


country in the interior, away from the 
coast, has been found to be compara- 
tively healthy. 
The waters from the 


Chagres river will be kept from flooding 
the canal by a dam in the neighborhood 
of Gainber. This dam will be con- 
structed in one of the gorges of the 
mountains. Such American machinery 
as has been sent to tbe Isthmus cos 
5iven great satisfaction, 
Besides ma- 


chinery many supplies have been aud 
will be seat from this country or are al- 
ready in purchase. 
Of the Panama 


railroad stock and for other purposes 
there have been nearly $25,000,000 in 
gold paid by the canal company to the 
citizens of the United States.

De Lesseps will be in New York next 
week. Engineers have estimated that 
.he whole forty-six miles of the canal 
will be finished iu about sevau years, 
inless something now unforeseen oc- 
urs.
